The  suits  brought  in  1894  against  certain  collectors  of  taxes 
for  the  possession  of  uncollected  taxes,  to  which  reference  has 
been  made  in  former  annual  reports,  were  finally  decided 
against  the  town  of  Gilford  and  in  favor  of  the  city  of  Laco- 
nia,  but  upon  a  motion  for  an  allowance  for  costs  we  were 
awarded  a  balance  of  taxable  costs  to  the  amount  of  $99.58, 
which  sum  has  been  paid  by  the  city  and  turned  into  the 
town  treasury. 
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We  have  also  received  from  old  collectors  certain  sums  of 
money  collected  by  them  previous  to  March  24th,  1893,  the 
date  when  the  act  chartering  the  city  of  Laconia  took  effect 
and  final  settlements  have  been  made  with  these  parties  by 
payment  of  the  balance  due  for  services  where  such  balance 
existed. 

The  bills  of  the  town,  so  far  as  they  have  been  filed  and 
allowed,  have  been  paid  to  date,  including  $405.07  of  "  Old 
Town  "  bills. 

By  including  in  the  liabilities  of  the  town  the  sum  of 
$75,  appropriated  b^  the  Gilford  school  district  at  its  last  an- 
nual meeting  for  the  repair  of  school  houses,  but  which  has 
not  been  called  for  by  the  district  officers,  and  also  the  an- 
nual interest  charge  upon  the  note  indebtedness  of  the  town 
of  $202.57  there  appears  an  apparent  increase  in  the  net  town 
debt  of  $39.12.

The  trustees  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  re- 
port: 

We  find  the  increase  of  borrowers  to  be  twenty-six  over  last 
year. 

The  records  of  the  librarian  show  that  1,994,  books  have 
been  loaned  the  past  year.  Divided  as  follows:  Fiction, 
1,846;  history,  59;  general  literature,  38;  travels,  2C;  art,  9; 
biography,  121;  poetry,  4;  natural  history,  1;  farm  and  home, 
5. 

The  library  contains  at  the  present  time  490  volumes,  an 
increase  of  125  since  last  year,  118  of  which  have  been  pur- 
chased out  of  money  appropriated  by  the  town,  19  donated  and 
5  received  from  the  state.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  school  work  for  the  past  year  has  progressed  quietly 
and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  good  results  have  been  accom- 
plished in  our  schools.  But  few  changes  were  made  in  teach- 
ers at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  With  one  exception  the 
teachers  we  have  employed  during  the  year  have  had  experi- 
ence in  their  duties  and  they  have  all  labored  faithfully  and 
have  given  thorough  and  practical  instruction  to  their  pupils. 
We  have  reduced  the  number  of  schools  from  ten  to  seven  in 
the  spring  and  eight  in  the  fall  term.  This  has  enabled  us, 
"with  the  few  repairs,"  to  have  twenty-four  weeks  of  school 
during  the  year.  The  remainder  of  the  school  money  was  ex- 
pended in  a  short  term  of  high  school.  We  have  introduced  a 
new  series  of  readers  in  the  schools  a  much  needed  change,  as 
the  old  readers  were  in  a  very  bad  condition.  The  $75  raised 
for  general  repairs  at  the  last  school  meeting,  with  Mr.  Free- 
man Follett  as  agent  to  lay  out  the  same,  has  not  been  ex- 
pended and  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  town  treasurer.
